Some businesses can still find humor in 
the situation. A sign at a sporting goods store 
says “Raging Water Boat Rides Daily.” A 
smaller, handlettered sign, next to cinder- 
blocks and planks across the flooded side- 
walk, reads “Toll Bridge.” 


A Wasatch County Public Works spokes- 
man said things are calming down and the 
water level is receding. Culverts have been 
cleaned and canals dredged to relieve the 
flooding. 

Gail Buehler, station foreman for the De- 
partment of Transportation in Heber, said, 
“We have been working a it now for four 
days. We've tried to unplug it, but flooding is 
still pretty heavy.”

Flood Season 
Over for 1986?

Although there is still a little 
snow left in the high country, 
flooding should begin to subside 
immediately and be over for this 
year. In fact, Dennis Jensen, 
Recreational Forester for the 
U. S. Forest Service, thinks 
the peak has already come. He 
says that even though some rain 
fell in the mountains this last 
week, the cool weather helped 
slow the runoff. He reports that 
the weather service doesn’t 
expect any precipitation during 
the next week so, Heber can 
expect to begin to dry out. 

A few sidewalks broke up and 
cracked, and a few homes and 
businesses suffered minor dam- 


age, but other than that the’ 


second flood of the year has done 
very little property damage. 
Cooperation between volunteers, 
city, county and state employees, 
many of them working late into 
the night, many days in a row, is 
what has kept damage to a 
minimum. The main loss has 
been to businesses on Main 
Street which report significant 
financial losses because flood 
waters have blocked entrances 
into the stores, keeping custom- 
ers away. A few had to shut 
their doors completely. 


Main Street business owners 
met Monday morning to discuss 
the problem and pool ideas to 
prevent future devestation from 
floods. Although no one has a 
solution for eliminating flooding, 
some steps can be taken to 
control the waters and cut losses. 
All agreed that they needed to 
put pressure on local govern- 
ments to make flood control a 
priority, even if other programs 
must be delayed. One idea is to 
reroute Lake Creek around the 
city, but past investigations into 


that possibility have shown the 


cost to be prohibitive. Another 
idea is to establish a pond at the 
east end of the valley which 
would collect debris and also 
hold water temporarily to help 
control the flow into the valley. 
Although it would help reduce 
flooding, water flowing across 
the valley would continue to pick 
up debris along its path, so it 
does not appear to be a total 
solution. 

The problem is that snow melt 
has traveled across the Heber 
Valley ever since the first snow 
fell and will continue to flow 
across the asphalt and cement
